Feeding 
Is Debated

The state’s 
deer 
management 
policies regarding emergency feed­ 
ing were presented at th« October 
Utii and Game Gommisriim meet­ 
ing by Ben Glading, chief of the 
Game Management Branch oi th» 
F 4k G Department, 
Glading argued against relaxing 
the commission policy on manage­ 
ment oi the deer herds on the basis 
jof natural forage—which to effect 
means no emergency feeding. 
He said that to no state has emer­ 
gency feeding been considered a 
success and that If carried beyond 
the elementary stag® it can eat 
into the budget 
GOOD SEASON 
He also noted that despite earlier 
pessimistic speculations, it 1« turn­ 
ing out that California enjoyed a 
pretty good deer season this year. 
That is the case even in the mute 
deer country which was hard hit by 
winter loss» early to 1952. It la 
estimated that as high as 70 per 
rent of the herd in the South War­ 
ner Mountains of Modoc county died 
during the winter. Over-population, 
due to under-shooting, is attributed 
by both agencies as the principal 
cause of the loss. 
Nearly complete figures for the 
season now indicate that the 1952 
deer bag will be either second or 
third high in the history of the 
state. 
COAST COUNTIES 
In the coastal counties, the har­ 
vest this year was at an all-time 
high, with 19,712 deer taken as 
compared with 19,496 in 1951. Those 
figures are for counties entirely in 
the coastal season and do not in­ 
clude split counties. 
Mendocino returned to its tradi­ 
tional place as the No. 1 county with 
a bag of 4,063 deer this year, as 
compared with 3,665 to 1951.

Health Officer Tells What 
To Do In Case Of Dog Bite 


Not » # proven awe of rabies, re­ 
sulting from dog bites, has appeared 
in Marin for the past 30 years — 
but that doesnt tuIc out the pos- 
•• biUy of future cases. 
Doctors and county health offi­ 
cials took note of this fact this week 
while citing t h e importance of 
rabies control. 
T n spite of the fact that there 
has not b e n a proven case of dog 
or human rabies in Marin for well 
over 20 yean, this disease is of suf­ 
ficient potential danger to require 
constant vigilance on the p u t of 
every doctor, veterinarian, public 
health worker, animal owner and 
individual in t h e county," Marin 
Health Officer 
Clarice H. Haylett 
reported. 
"Durng the last 50 years, there 
have been 3,000 deaths from rabies 
tn the United States, with Califor- 
nia being one of the states showing 
the highest number of cases," she 
said. 
Showing the importance of the 
illness, Dr. Haylett stated that once 
the symptoms of rabies have de­ 
veloped, the disease is always fatal, 
"And at best," she added, "the 
Pasteur treatment is of tin neces­ 
sary aa a life-saving measure and Is 
very uncomfortable,"' 
The health official says the ans­ 
wer to these two alternatives Is 
ivmiplf te eradication of the uir»*««» 
through a Joint el fort of medical 
science aiMf public eoopfrr-tHii1 " 
She listed these steps to be fol­ 
lowed by persons bitten by a dog 
or other animal, and toward the 
pet owner : , , , * . 
* 
1. Persons bitten by a dog should 
have the dog confined for observa­ 
tion. 2—Wash the wound thorough­ 
ly with soap mid water and consult 
a physician. 3—Report the dog to 
the Health department where of- 
firUti* will have it put under quar­ 
antine until doctors t e n whether 
t ie patient has symptoms of rabies. 
4—Rarely is it necessary to kill the 
dog to protect other people.

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Pet owners are advised to have 
their ar»tm*i« 
vaccinated *p b a 
rabies which will reduce the chance 
of infection both for the animal 
and persons who might be bitten, 
Dr. Haylett says. 


She also advises that animal* be 
examined for the disease by veteri­ 
narians and kept on a leash when 
away from an enclosure. 


The health official believes the 
community could hold in the con­ 
trol efforts by requiring that dogs 
be vaccinated and licensed and the 
pubtte be educated in tiie impor­ 
tance of rabies control. 
The problem is perplexing hi Ma­ 
rin, Dr. Haylett said, because there 
has not beet a confirmed case of 
dog rabies for at least 39 years, 
although a few cows, skunks and 
foxes have been reported with the 
disease in the northern border of 
the county.
